Romulus Police Officer Dan Czajkowski was seriously injured when his 
patrol car, above, was struck by a commercial vehicle.

north of Eureka Road. Czajkowsk was 


sitting in his patrol car, writing up a 
routine traffic citation for a commercial 
vehicle, when a second commercial 
vehicle struck his car. 

Czajkowski's multiple injuries includ- 
ed a damaged esophagus, which has 


been surgically repaired; a collapsed 
lung, which has been successfully rein- 
flated, and a broken orbital bone. Re- 
markably, considering the amount of 
structural damage done to his vehicle, 
the 25-year-old sustained no closed- 
head injuries and no spinal injuries. 

"His prognosis is good," said Exec- 
utive Lieutenant James Rafalski, head 
of Uniform Patrol forthe Romulus Police 
Department.

According to Rafalski, the follow-up 
investigation is being handled by the 
Michigan State Police, who are trying to 
determine the cause of the crash and 
conduct a review for possible criminal 
charges against the driver of the second 
vehicle, who may have fallen asleep 
behind the wheel.
